Th« historical museum at the 


llibrary has had .-. number of arti- 
cles of interest added to its col- 
lection during the summer months. 
Chief among these are twenty-twp 
large canvasses 
illustrating the 


work of leading American mural 
painters. They are of great varie- 
ty, being brought 
to the audito- 


rium of the; museum for the use of 
university students, and they have 
been pronounced especially fine. 


Another subject of great inter- 


est-i nthe auditorium are the three 
cases of service newspapers issued 
by the American army during the 
World war. 


An old dulcimer standing unob- 


trusively in one corner is of keen 
interest It was made at Kings- 
corners, near Prairie du Sac, Wis., 
in 1866, and is reported to be a 
very fine example of this type of 
Pioneer instrument. 


A case of vari-colored service 


ribbons completes the list of new 
articles in this ;rootn. They were 
collected by Lieutenant A. Morti- 
mer Van Ostrand in Germany after 
the war, and have been presented 
to the museum by the alumnae. 


In North hall of the museum is 


a case of- colonial knick knacks 
presented by the Wisconsin branch 
of the National Society of Colonial 
Dames of America. In this same 
room are, also, two cases of inter- 
esting articles pertaining to the 
late World War. One is a collec- 
tion of airplane photographs taken 
by both the Allies and the Ger- 
mans showing- the movement of 
guns, etc. The other contains ar- 
ticles of interest that were used in 
the medical service. The latter 
have been presented to the museum 
by Dr. Smiley Blanton, member o' 
the University of Wisconsin facul- 
ty and a former captain, in the 
United States Medical Corps.

Although the son of a German 


ambassador who" was former head 
of the Krupp Gun works, ar.d him- 
self a wealthy estate owner in his 
native land, the main ambition of 
this straight 
shouldered 
young 


man of 24 is to be a rancher, to 
live the life of a Buffalo Bill, out 
in the great west. 
"I came to the' University of 


Wisconsin at the recommendation 
of numerous friends both here and 
abroad," said this unpresupposing 
young- fellow, and I marvelled at 
his good English, "I am going to. 
take a year of agriculture at 
the 


school here and then go to Texas 
for a year on a ranch, to rough it 
and loam' the practical • Bide of 
America's extensive agriculture. 
"I like it here. The university is 


splendid. 
My father enjoyed the 


city, also. Your people are so big, 
so free, so liberal; and all that sort 
of thing. You westerners are un- 
like the east 
In Washington ev- 


ery one stared hard at my 
side- 


burns aivd snickered. Here it is all 
different. I have been treated -won- 
derfully and my stay here this -win- 
ter will be most delightful, I am 
sure." 
I tried to get him to talk -politics 


and tell me of conditions in Ger- 
many, but 
with a shrug of his 


shoulders, a pass of his hand, and 
a big smile, he explained that he 
coulq not mention politics for pub- 
lication. 
"You see our country is in a bad 


condition a.t present and my fath- 


•r is uowillin* th*t I divulge any 
of his secrets, so lor that reason 
he never discusses political things 
with me." 


For Uck of something better to 


say I asked him what he thought 
of the American girl, as he had 
seen her. so far. It was with a puz- 
jsled look, another shrug of his 
shoulders and a hesitating: choice 
of words that he attempted to an- 


That i» quite difficult to answer, 


You see tho women here and the 
women in Germany are so different. 
Here we see all sorts of women 
driving cars and doing other mas- 
culine things. A woman in 
Ger- 


many is considered too weak lor 
such things." 
But I wanted a more definite an- 


swer. I wondered how my opinion 
of the modern co-e<3 would corre- 
spond with his, a foreigner's. So I 
became more specific. 


"Ah! You ask, are they beauti- 


ful? Yei, some of them are beau- 
tiful. 
In our country they do not 


show 60 much long skirts, silk— 
what you call their,—stockings and 
short hair. 
But it is all right. 


Some it looks fine on, others not 
so good. If they have the form it 
is proper that they should display 
it, I suppose. 
For mine, I have 


no time for women, I am a busy 
man." And he laughed his boyiih 
laugh. 
But even an ambassador s son 


has to work, and . Mr. Wiedefeldt 
has already buckled down to it. Ag- 
riculture and economics are what 
he is after here. To study the en- 
gineering, economic and 
practical 


sides of American agriculture is 
what he wants to do. 


He has already studied in Vien- 


na, Berlin, and Goettingen, along 
agricultural lines. And then there 
was a year spent In an English 
grammar school in Tokio, Japan. 
After his stay in America, he will 
return to Germany to take active 
charge of his estate and put into 
practice whit he learns here.

farmer will gradually arouse himself from his

EXEMPTION AND TAXATION. 


[To the Editor]—I .notice by Monday's pa- 


pers that the platform convention is to be 
urged, among other things, to provide for two 
taxation measures of prime importance: 1st., 
to provide for increased income tax on the 
larger incomes, and 2nd., to provide for J1500 
or mora exemption from taxation of farm im- 
provements. 
Presumably the purpose is . to 


thus reduce tho present discriminatory high 
tax on realty, and primarily and especially on 
farm realty. 


There can be no doubt that there is at pres- 


ent an extremely unjust discrimination in tax- 
ation against real estate, whether it be a 
non-income-bearing home, or a farm, or busi- 
ness realty. 


For instance, the owner of just $25,000 in 


value all in real estate pays a tax here of at 
least $500 annually, while the owner of the 
same value in taxable securities, if a married 
man, with an income at six percent thereon, 
and deducting his exemption of ?1200, pays 
a tax of only $3' 
if he has no other.income. 


Now in order to somewhat correct this gross 


inequality,' the idea seems to be to keep on 
increasing the larger income taxes, but the 
result seems usually to simply increase the 
total taxes paid. Here in Madison, and doubt- 
less elsewhere, the realty tax keeps up the 
same or higher, and will likely keep on unless 
the limit is lowered. 


Increasing the tax on larger incomes seems 


not likely ever to help the realty owner much, 
unless the 
legislature also 
directly tackles 


realty taxation. The farmers' suggestion of 
exemption in part for improvements touches 
the question, but it is neither broad enough to 
be fair nor does it cut deep enough for results. 


To be fair and to go far enough to be effec- 


tive, the exemption if any should go to the 
extent of at least $5000, and should cover all 
homestead and all other residence property, 
but perhaps ought merely limit such property 
to the extent stated, to taxation not exceeding 
one per cent! and then to prevent the extra 
burden being lacked onto ther realty, all such 
realty should be limited in taxation to two per 


[ cent. 


Under the 
foregoing suggested 
limits, it 


would be necessary to raise sufficient income 
and other taxes, which, together with one-half 
or less of the realty limits prescribed, would 
raise sufficient money for all the usual purposes 
cf taxation, and thus preserve the last "half 
of the realty taxation limit for local emergen- 
cies and as a safeguard. 


However, it seems to me that the platform 


convention, instead of definitely providing for 
any haU-baked scheme, whether like .the fore- 
going or any other definite suggestion, should 
merely declare for liberal homestead and res- 
idence property exemptions, in part from tax- 
ation, if any, and for an adjustment of the in- 
equalities between realty and income taxation, 
after careful investigation of the subject. 


Another taxation suggestion put forth is to 


provide a fee of $5.00 or less on cheaper auto- 
mobiles and upwards of ?25 on higher priced 
ones, for the reason suggested that the cheaper 
car is now taxed as much as the higher priced 
one. The trouble with this is that the reason- 
ing is not based on fact 


The fact is. that all autos are now. taxed 


according to value the same as other ^personal 
property, and the license fee of ?10.00 is merely

terprises that give employment to labor and 
brings added investment capital to the state. 


10. We congratulate the women of the state 


and nation on their emancipation from subor- 
dinate position in government to one equal to 
man. In. the division of those official benefits 
which accrue from party organization our party 
will permit no discrimination between the sexes. 


11. We are oppose/! to profiteering in the 


necessaries of .life and whenever and where- 
ever profiteering appears the offender should 
be punished. 


12. With all good citizens, we deplqre the 


attacks now being made by republican leaders 
in Wisconsin upon our 'courts and the funda- 
mental law of the land. 


13. We deplore the unfounded and bitter at- 


tack;, made upon President Wilson at the close 
of the World War, when through his influence, 
cur nation occupied an emmineice among the 


• nations of' the world, never before attained. 
The Democratic Party is for world peace, the 
only means ever devised giving reasonable as- 
surance of the attainment :,of such peace. 


• 14. Taxation is the question which now most 


vitally affects the people of this state. Within 
the past four years taxes have increased en- 
ormously. 
Heal estate values have already 


gone down in price, and unless a halt is made 
in the extravagant use of public funds the bur- 
den upon the people will become unbearable. 
We assert that the only relief from excessive 
taxation lies in economical government, not in 
multiplying'the burdens. 
Until government is 


managed economically, taxes will 
not 
come 


down, but remain the extortionate exactions 
they now are. 


15. We believe, and most strongly urge, that 


the 18th amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, and the laws enacted under the 
same amendment, both national and state, be 
strictly enforced. 


That if any changes are "needed, they should 


be brought about in a legal and proper manner 
In order that the people 'of the state of Wis- 
consin may express their sentiments thereon 
we favor the submission of such changes to all 
the people of Wisconsin by the legislature ^ at 
a referendum to be held at the spring election 


in 1923. 
• . 


10. We reaffirm the principles so forcefully 


championed by President Wilson. That labor 
is not a commodity and should not be treated as 
such in the application of the anti-trust laws 
of our. country. We heartily approve of the 
principle of collective bargaining and 'condemn 
the actions of the republican party in the enact- 
ment of' such acts as the Esch-Cummins law; 
the result of which is to hamper and obstruct 
the progress of legitimate labor organizations 
and at the same time placing-a tremendous bur- 
den on every citizen due to unreasonable arid 
unwarranted transportation ' rates.' If elected, 
we pledge ourselves to the enactment and en- 
forcement of such laws as- will guarantee to 
man and woman who toils the rights guaranteed 
them by the constitution of our state.

HE following platform was adopted yes- 


terday by.the Prohibition party: 


The Prohibition party in convention assem- 


bled at Madison the 19th day of September, 
922, do hereby renew our allegiance to those 
principles of right and justice'which have ever 
characterized 
the national . Prohibition party. 


We recognize the .hand of an all-wise God in 
directing the affairs of men, and offer our 
gratitude to Him for the victories of .most of 
he policies advocated by the Prohibition party. 
We declare that -the most - important concern 
of government should be the proper safeguard- 
ng and development of the moral -welfare of 
;he people, and if "high moral standards arc 
ield.by,any people, their physical and financial 
velfare will be properly cared for. 


Prohibition 


(1) As the adoption of national prohibition 


,s the greatest reform of the century, so the 
perfection and enforcement of this law is the 
most important task of our government. The 
present laxity in enforcement methods and len- 


:ncy in punishing offenders demonstrate that 


this task is far from completion. 


Inasmuch as administration is a far more 


important function of government than legis- 
lation, we urge the necessity of having an ad- 
ministration in sympathy, with the law, which 
the Prohibition party pledges 'to give if put in 
power. 


The aim and object of the Prohibition party 


has not yet been achieved—Namely: a pro- 
hibition policy of government. 
Until this is 


attained, the Prohibition' party must persist in 
its efforts and continue to emphasize the neces- 
sity for the complete suppression of the traf- 
fic in alcoholic beverages. 


When prohibition becomes a definite and set- 


tled policy of government, every peace officer, 
—national, state, county and municipal, will
